Minp Jensen
while procecding mouth on Sixth sreel,
overtook a negro hotween Bevonleanth nnd
Lightesnth avenues, who, as she was pass-
ing him, struck her on the sde of the hend
Misn Yennen scroamed and the negro struck
Beor again, knocking her down. rrawing
R revolver and holding the wespon to the
young woman's fuce, the negro told ber he
would blow out her hralns if she scrosed
again. The negro then pulled Miss Jensen
to ber feet and throwing hin arm around

her neck commenced to choke her. The
fellow then demunded her purse and Miss
Jeénmen told him (o help himeelf  After

souring her purse, which contuined only
15 cents In cash and some sl phote-
Eraphs, the negro agaln struck the young
woman, knocking hier down, He then ralsed
her 1o her feet again and with his arm
tight around her neck, dragged her about
half a block through a Mg vacant lot 1o
the rear of o barn. Here he Kept the youhg
woman, almost paralyzed with fright, for
reveral minutes, bul Without attempting to
farther maolsat her. After looking aronand
1o meo If anyona waa near, and evidently
mallsfied, that the ocount wan clear, the
negro started away

As woon as tho fellow got to a safle din-
fance Mins Jensen mude her way (o An-
thony King's grocvry store on Nineteenth
sireet, where ahe told of the aussuult and
robbery.
